The instance is related of an or¬ 
phan girl who lived for some years 
in a house where there was contin¬ 
ual nagging and fault-finding^from 
mother and father, sisters and 
brothers. She spent a few weeks 
with a gentle, motherly woman, 
and on the last day 1 of her visit, as 
she sat with the loving arms about 
her, she said, looking, up with a pit¬ 
iful Appeal in the sensitive face: 

“Oh, you don’t know bow sorry I 
am to leave you. I am sorry for 
many reasons, but most of all be¬ 
cause your voice is so sweet and 
soft. Some voices- hard,, angry 
voices—seem to go through and 
through me. I dread to go where 
I must hear them.” 

A vivid recollection of a visit to 
a summer resort is of an irritable, 
invalid mother andher unhappy, 
harassed boy. She nagged at him 
in the dining room until the poor 
child lost all appetite*, One morn¬ 
ing the father came down alone 
and explained that the mother was 
not well enough to come down to 
breakfast. Whereupon the boy,

Were troubled with this pest to burn 
their stubble, thinking in this way 
that they brought about the destruc¬ 
tion of large numbers, Fortunately 
there Is a fungous disease that attacks 
this maggot and fly, so that there is 
some likelihood of its rapid increase 
being prevented.

Grape and Apple Rot, 

Warning has been given by the Ohio 
Station that spraying at six day inter¬ 
vals is imperative while weather is 
so favorable for grape rot; also, that 
it is no longer safe to use the regular 
bordeaux mixture except perhaps once 
on Catawba grapes. Upon Concords 
and other varieties ripening with the 
Concords or earlier atnmoniacal cop¬ 
per carbonate or soda bordeaux mix¬ 
ture,-preferably the latter, should bo 
substituted, since the ordinary bor* 
deaux mixture will coat the grapes 
too much. Grape growers are urged 
to substitute one of the last Darned 
sprays, by preference the soda bor¬ 
deaux mixture, and to persist in the 
spraying until Aug. 15; upon Cataw- 
bas one application should be made 
after that date. 

As a remedy for bitter rot Of apples 
ft recommends spraying at intervals of 
two weeks during the earlier period of 
outbreak. It believes that soda bor- 
denux mixture Is probably the best 
fungicide for this purpose; the ammo- 
niacal copper carbonate may also be 
used. ______ 

BndtUnn nnd Top Grafting. 

Among northern . nurserymen and 
fruit growers budding Is commonly 
practiced in July and August Or- 
chardists ore taking up this system of 
propagation and using It in place of of 
in connection With top grafting. If 
the bade fail to live, the branches cab 
be grafted the following spring.

WHEAT STEM M AGGOT. 

A Worm That Cats the Stalk—Found 
in Spring and Winter Wheat, 
The wheat stem maggot, or, as it is 
sometimes called, the wheat bulb 
Worm, has proved to be rather a se¬ 
rious pest in some localities, and we ap¬ 
prehend that some precaution must be 
taken or it will greatly increase, says 
the Iowa Homestead. Its presence 
may be easily detected in a crop. When 
the maggot form of the insect enters 
the stalk, it cuts off the stem just 
above the upper joint, with the result 
that the head takes on a ripened ap¬ 
pearance while the crop is yet green. 

It seems to be more plentiful where 
both winter and spring wheat .are 
I grown in the same locality. In this 
' case the mature insects with Wings de¬ 
posit their eggs upon the young plants 
of winter wheat. When these hatch, 
the larvae feed upon the central part 
of the' plants on their course down¬ 
ward. They remain during the win¬ 
ter, in the surface of the ground and 
appear in the spring in the adult form. 
These in turn lay their eggs upon 
spring wheat plants and cause the de¬ 
struction of such plants as they feed 
upon. However, the devastation of 
the first brood in the spring is seldom 
noticed. It is the second brood of 
flies whose progeny brings about the 
work of destroying the wheat beds. It 
is claimed that even a third brood 
makes its appearance and again de¬ 
posits its eggs upon young wheat. It 
is our opinion that, grasses will furnish 
the necessary breeding ground just as 
Well as winter wheat. —

Haris has a pe¬ 
culiarly individual odor; SO has Lon¬ 
don, so has Berlin, so has Dresden. 
Boston no doubt has its own smell, 
which is highly respectable, rather 
musty, with a suspicion of old family 
cockroaches. 


How Coal Resembles Ice, 

The Electrical Review calls attention 
to an interesting explanation of the 
burning of coal. Coal petroleum and 
illuminating gas are related to one an¬ 
other much as are ice, water and 
Steam. For this reason perfect com¬ 
bustion of liquid fuel is atready ad¬ 
vanced a loug step toward vaporiza¬ 
tion, just as ice is advanced toward 
Steam when turned into water. The 
Volatile elements of Coal are locked up 
in solid form, or virtually frozen solid. 
Professor Dewar demonstrated how 
great an amount of heat must be tak¬ 
en from the so called permanent gases 
to make them liquid and how much 
more to make them solid. Yet nature 
has solidified gas into the form of coal, 
and solid coal, like solid ice, will only 
dissolve into vapor through the ex¬ 
penditure of heat.

A Heat Method Which Kill. 

. Buries at One Operation 

Much damage is done to various 
crops every year by the common, wood¬ 
chuck or groundhog. Many Ways of. 
exterminating this animal have been 
devised, but on the whole the simplest 
and moat satisfactory method is that 
of the use of bisulphide of carbon. 

One special advantage of carbon bi¬ 
sulphide is that its vapor is more than 
twice as heavy as air. so that in a 
woodchuck burrow it will follow along 
tile hole until it reaches the, bottom, i 
crowding the air above it to the. top, 
As the animal is likely to be in the 
lower part of the burrow* it is almost 
certain to inhale the poisonous .vapors 
and be -killed, says Clarence M. Weed 
of the New Hampshire station, who 
adds the-following 'report from another 
experimenter: 

} “The first day that I killed wood- 
chucks with carbon bisulphide I started 
out with a small can of carbon bisul¬ 
phide, some old cotton in my pocket, a 
handle basket and a shovel. I began 
i on one side of the field and treated 
’ every hole that 1 came to. I first filled^ 

’ the basket with dirt and set it above 
the hole ready to turn in; then, taking 
a small piece of cotton which I could, 
hold easily between my thumb and 
Auger, J poured upon it just enough 
carbon bisulphide to saturate it. Then 
I threw this into the hole as far as 
possible and immediately poured in the 
dirt and filled the hole up even with 
the surface. If there was more than I 
one entrance to the burrow, I always 
filled in all put one before the treat¬ 
ment. Out of about twenty-five bur- 
1 rows that I treated only two or three 
were dug open, and these apparently 
. i were dug into from the outside. . - 
i Mr. Weed recommends the following 
precautions: It should be distinctly un¬ 
derstood by every one who uses car¬ 
bon bisulphide for any purpose that 
it is highly volatile, inflammable and 
poisonous. When mixed with air, it is 
also highly explosive. Any reasonable 
care in its use out of doors, however, 

’ can lead to no ill results. There is no 
! necessity for one to inhale the vapoi, 
and a small quantity in a glass stop- 
'' pered bottle may be safely stored away 
; in a cool place without danger. The 
oue who applies it to woodchuck bur- 
• rows must not be smoking while lian- 
■ dliug the liquid. For most people it is 

- probably better to buy of the local 

- druggist a small quantity at a time 
! than to have to store a larger amount. 

The ordinary commercial carbon bisui- 
' phide will do as well for this purpose 

- ! as that which is chemically pure.

MOUNTING A GRINDSTONE. 

A True, Steady, Easy Going Stone 
- With No Backlash. 

The most satisfactory method of con¬ 
structing a grindstone frame I have 
met with is show-u iu the accompany¬ 
ing sketch, says a Home and Farm 
correspondent, 

For ordinary stones the frame shoula 
be built IS inches wide, 30 inches high 
and 3G inches long. Make the ends of 
3 by 8 inch stuff and the sides of 2 by S 
inch. Plane it up nicely, bolt it secure- 
t ly together and give it a good coat of 
i paint. 

I One can buy very good sets of 
grindstone irons now for 50 cents,^in¬ 
cluding a mandrel roller, bearings and 
crank. I have one very serious objec¬ 
tion to the common grindstone mati- 
I Orel, and that is that the crank does 
1 not screw on. but has a square end, 
on which the crank does not fit, but 
flops about “any old way” and very 
often causes the one who is furnishing 
the power to bruise or skin his knuc¬ 
kle against the frame. 

; The first thing I would do with such 
* a mandrel would be to take it to the 
nearest blacksmith’s shop, saw the 
square end off with a hack saw, run 
a drill through the square hole in the 
Crank and make it round* run a tap 
I through the crank ahd thread the end 
i of the mandrel. By so doing you have
